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Southern  Trouble*. 

Tbe  political  tronldes  which,  from  the 
time  the  war  waa  over,  have  prevailed  in 
Louisiana  culminated  in  an  insurrection  of 
eouaiderable  magnitude  on  Monday  lost,  in 
New  Orleans,  by  which  a  number  of  lives 
were  sacrificed,  and  a  temporary  triumph 
gained  by  tbe  opponents  of  the  Kellogg  ad¬ 
ministration  AH  this  has  been  brought  about 
by  inefficient  and  irregularly  constituted 
official*,  who  have  by  turns  plundered  tbe 
people  and  blundered  in  making  and  en¬ 
forcing  unrighteous  laws.  We  can  justify  an 
uprising  against  oppressive  rule — certainly 
where  there  is  a  prospect  for  riddance  from 
l*ad  government.  But  in  this  instance  the 
tlie  chance  fora  successful  revolution  is  so 
small  that  it  ha*  to  be  regarded  in  a  differ¬ 
ent  light.  President  Graut  having  recog¬ 
nized  the  Kellogg  government,  there  re 
mains,  in  tbe  emergency,  no  alternative 
except  to  reinstate  that  government — unless 
perhaps,  a  military  rule  should  be  substi- 
uted.  And  this  would  seem  to  oe  the  best 
way  to  deal  with  this  complicated  affair. 

Had  Northern  adventurers  staid  away 
from  the  South,  and  had  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  pursued  a  policy  of  wisdom  and  fair¬ 
ness  in  the  matter  of  reconstruction, 
anarchy  and/  its  train  of  horrors  would 
not  now  be  r^- visited  on  a  people  already 
impoverished  and  rendered  wretched  by  the 
mUfortuaea  of  war.  * 

In  other  Southern  States  the  situation  is 
leas  deplorable.  In  South  Carolina  there 
ha*  been  no  disturbance  of  a  serious  nature, 
albeit  troop*  are  ordered  thither  to  preserve 
tbe  peace,  and  which,  movement  is  not  re¬ 
garded  with  mueh  favor  by  the  people. 

“In  this  State.”  aays  the  Anderson  Con¬ 
servator,  aft  independent,  interior  paper, 
“No  one  need*  any  protection  beyond  that 
which  the  laws  of  the  land  afford,  except 
the  violators  of  law,  who  under  false  pre¬ 
tence*  and  willful  misdate ment  of  facta,  de¬ 
sire  the  strong  arm  of  tba  military  of  the 
United  Statea  to  protect  them  from  a  ver¬ 
dict  of  a  plundered  and  outraged  people, 
to  be  rendered  at  the  polls  in  November 
next. 

“Let  the  President,  if  he  will,  under  the 
misrepresentations  of  corrupt  and  scheming 
politicians,  order  his  troops  to  our  State  ; 
they  will  find  all  qniat  and  peaceable,  and 
have  a  plaaaant  pastime,  free  from  all  the 
dangers  to  which  they  would  be  exposed 
if  they  were  ordered  to  our  Western  frontier, 
where  American  citizens  are  being  murdered 
day  after  day  in  cold  blood,  sad  the  call  is 
made  upon  the  Government  for  troops  to 

protect  helpless  women  and  children  from 
the  ruthless  tomahawk  of  the  Indian.  If 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  will 
listen  to,  and  be  influenced  by  bad  men.  let 
it  send  its  troops  among  ns ;  it  will  only 
afford  to  the  honest  and  conservative  men  of 
the  State,  white  and  black,  one  of  tbe 
strongest  arguments  in  the  coming  oontest, 
that  tne  guilty  ring,  which  now  controls 
the  State,  sees  the  avenging  sword  of 
Justice  suspended  by  a  hair  over  their  guilty 
beads.’* 


Widening  of  Washington  Street. 

An  ill  tempered,  unneighborly  letter 
from  W.  P.  Lyon  to  the  Town  Committee, 
personally  referring  to  M.  W.  Dodd,  in  re¬ 
lation  to  the  above  improvement,  was  read 
at  the  last  meeting.  Mr.  Dodd  fully  ex¬ 
plained  his  position,  which  did  not  appear  to 
be  in  antagonism  to  the  improvement.  The 
reason  given  was  that  he  was  not  prepared 
to  remove  his  fenoea  and  change  the  grade 
at  the  present  time.  A  gentleman,  repre¬ 
senting  himself  and  speakiug  for  others  ou 
tbe  street,  informs  us  that  there  is  no  gene¬ 
ral  desire  to  oppress  Mr.  Dodd  or  force 
him  to  unnt-ceisary  expense.  All  they 
want  is  to  have  the  matter  of  the  width  of 
the  street  as  heretofore  agreed  upon,  among 
themselves,  ratified  ander  tbe  new  street 
law,  to  guard  against  contingencies  in  the 
future.  They  do  not  iusist  that  tbe  grade 
be  changed  or  the  fence*  set  at  the  preseut 
time.  They  have  given  their  land  to  the 
public  srithout  remuneration,  and  only  de¬ 
sire  to  have  it  settled  by  the  town  author¬ 
ities,  without  making  comjamsation  to  Mr. 
Dodd,  inasmuch  a*  they  have  received  none 
themselves.  As  Mr.  Dodd,  in  his  statement 
before  tbe  Committee  did  not  raise  and  we 
presume,  does  not  expect  compensation, 
there  «*im*  Xqhe  no  reatoD  why  tbe  affair 
should  not  be  ar^tt^ged  at  once,  and  in  a 
peaceful  way.  '

WASHINGTON  CORRESPONDENCE. 

Washington,  Sept.  15,  1874. 

I  will  hate  to  make  this  Safe  -Burglary 
buriness  a  atiiudingj  subject  in  ray  letters 
until  it  i%dl*|>oaed  of  ;  a*  it  will,  without 
doubt,  '•land  out  upon  the  records  of  crime 
without  an  eqnul  in  enormi'y,  rnscaliiy  aud 
buugliug  management  by  those  implicated 
in  canying  out  and  then  covering  up  this 
outrage.  The  enormity  of  it  lies  iu  the  fact 
that  had  it  been  successful,  several  of  our 
most  respected  citizens  would  have  been 
charged  with  a  crime,  which,  from  circum¬ 
stances,  it  would  be  very  hard  for  them  to 
disprove.  A  number  of  officials,  drawing 
their  pay  from  the  Government,  whose  duty 
it  was  to  detect  and  prosecute  criminals,  in¬ 
stead  of  committing  crime  themselves,  de¬ 
liberately  concoct  a  so  called  burglary  of  the 
safe  of  one  of  their  own  party. 

This  case  has  been  before  tbe  Grand  J ury, 
and  is  getting  thoroughly  sifted,  and,  so 
far,  Harrington,  the  “Ass’t.  District  Attor¬ 
ney,"  Whitley  and  Nettleship  of  the  Secret 
S«-rviee,  and  a  lawyer  named  Williams,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  two  burglars  have  been  in¬ 
dicted.  The  names  of  Kilbourn,  of  the  real 
estate  ring,  F.  S.  Sawyer,  late  Ass’t.  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Treasury,  and  several  df  the 
Secret  Service  are  still  before  the  Jury.  The 
evidence  against  Sawyer  is  to  the  effect,  it 
is  sab),  that  lie  issued  the  order  for  the  Se¬ 
cret  Seivice  to  do  the  work.  Solicitor  Wil¬ 
son,  of  The  Treasury,  recommended  the 
dismissal  of  all  connected  with  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  Whitley,  the  Chief  of  the  Service, 
is  allowed  to  resign,  and  then  he  publishes 
a  letter  declaring  he  can  prove  his  inno¬ 
cence.  It  is  sufficiently  shown  that  the 
burglars  worked  with  impunity,  and  even 
went  out  of  the  building  while  they  were 
working  at  the  safe,  to  get  “drinks.”  It  is 
even  said  the  parties  watching  outride  help¬ 
ed  the  burglar  to  carry  a  bag  of  papers  to 
the  house  of  Mr.  Alexander,  f.nd  that  one 
of  them  Iwuight  a  ticket  for  the  escaped 
burglar  to  leave  for  New  York  with.  The 
trial  of  Beuton,  the  burglar  is  set  for  to¬ 
day.  the  15th.  but  it  »s  generally  ladieved 
he*  will  not  be  here,  but  has  been  sent 
out.  of  the  county.

It  is  probable  that 
arrangements  will  be  made  to  carry  the 
water  to  Englewood,  which  is  only  three 
miles  distant  by  way  of  what  is  known  as 
the  Diagonal-road.  The  company  owning 
the  woiks  is  known  as  the  Haekensacx 
Water  Works  Company,  aud  baa  a  capital 
of  8100.000.  It  is  ouly  a  year  siuce  the 
stock  wna  subscribed  for,  andsiuoe  than  the 
work  has  been  pushed  forward  with  great 
energy.  The  total  coat  of  the  works  ia  be¬ 
tween  880,000  and  890,000.  The  water  has 
been  analyzed  by  competent  chemists  and 
pronounced  to  be  good.
